A group of men w ere lolling in the loung­ 
er’s corner of a San Francisco hotel the 
other forenoon, eaye a w riter In th e San 
Francisco Exam iner. 
Each w as reading a 
m orning p ap er. 
Each had hie p ap er op en 
a t th e p ege describing th e robbery th a t 
startled Berkeley. 
“I cannot help hav ing 
adm iration for such bold thiev e» ,” said a 
v ery reap ectable looking m em ber of the 
gathering. 
“N ot,” be added, “th a t I a p ­ 
p rov e stealing in aify form, but if one is 
bound to loot a strong box It Is more 
m anly to do it a t th e p oint of a p istol th an 
to sneak into th e v ictim ’« confidence and 
then betray it.” 
One by one tbe readers threw their 
p ap ers aside, and w ithout difficulty dis­ 
p osed of bandit« and p lunder in the re­ 
m arkably short order th a t alw ays p rev ails 
on such occasions. 
Then they grew rem ­ 
iniscent. 
“The p lackiest robber I ev er beard of,” 
said a Denv erite, “ was tbe one who m ade 
Dan M offattgiv e up $JI.000 about three 
years ago. 
The story became fam iliar 
enough, but the sequel has been generally 
squelched. 
A young fellow walked into 
M offatt’s p riv ate office a t the F irst No- 
tional I tank, cov ered M offatt w ith a p istol, 
disp laying a bottle of harm less ail th a t he 
aekl w as nitroglycerine, made M offatt fill 
out a check and then get it cashed and 
hand him the money. 
He sp ecified Just 
w hat he w anted, dem anding SI ,000 in gold, 
a $10,000 bill and sm aller bill*. 
W hen 
M offatt w ant to the p aying teller for the 
cash th e v isitor w as Just behind him w ith 
the rev olv er close to his ribs, but hidden 
by an ov ercoat. H av ing seenred the money, 
the robber backed out th e door and d isa p 
p ea red. 
“ Did they ev er catch him ? 
W ell now, 
th a t is hard to state. 
There is some mys­ 
tery about it. 
Some p eop le did not think 
th a t M offatt w anted him caught. 
B ut a 
a 


row was m ade about it, and rew ards 
•red. 
In p erhap s a year, after num er­ 
ous arrests and releases. It was announced 
th a t a p risoner In Jail iu CUjr county, Mo., 
charged w ith horse stealing, had coofeeeed 
to belug M offatt’* robber. Tbe bank teller 
w ent there and identified him. 
Then Mof­ 
fa tt w ent and identified him. 
The Denv er 
chief of p olice told me, howev er, th a t the 
p risoner was a p retend**", 
tila l ue did 
not believ e be bad ev er been in tbe state of 
Colorado, 
Then the chap w ent crazy. 
You can’t try a lunatic for robbery, ap d 
tbe p ublic does not keep track of th e crazy 
p risoner* of Clay county, Mo. 
So tbe m at­ 
ter rests.” 
The Denv er m an had the floor. 
“ You 
rem em ber, don’t you, the way Senator 
T abor's gold bricks from the V ulture inina 
in A rizona were stolen? He got the p rop ­ 
erty along in the eighties. 
Tbe o utp ut in 
the form of a brick left the mine ev ery tw o 
weeks. 
One of these bricks wan w orth 
about $8,000. 
Tbe forem an th o ug h t he 
could carry the treasure him-» * If, but a 
lone highw aym an fooled him . got away 
w ith the game, too. 
He w.-us afterw ard 
caught in the cltv of Mexico and the 
brick recov ered. 
Tn« foreman took some 
assistant« w ith him next tim e, and on thU 
trip ran Into an am bush 
One assistant 
was killed and th e other wounded. One of 
the robbers was h urt, aud was caught later 
nursing his wound in a hut. 
The other 
roblwr was p icked up in a lonely canyon, 
dead, a bullet th rough his head, a rev olv er 
in his hand and the brick on his brwaat. 
M ust hav e been a grim ly sarcastic cum . 
“ I notice you are hav ing a good many 
stage robberies out here. 
Used to hav e 
them in Colorado. 
Abolished the rob­ 
beries first and afterw ard the stage. 
B a t 
sp eaking of robberies rem inds m s of the 
highw ay m ao who could giv e your Blaek 
B art p oints. 
H e bad held up stage after 
stage in southern Colorado: taken ev ery­ 
thing in sight, 
lie alw ays gav e orders as 
though he had a whole p ease In his gang, 
W hen he was cap tured It was found th a t 
be w as a crip p le w eighing about one 
hundred p ounds, and nev er had any con­ 
federates excep t dum m ies arm ed 
w ith 
broom sticks. 
H e's in th e gov ernm ent p en 
a t D etroit now ” 
“ W h at’s the use of resisting when a m an 
naa the drou on you!” 
This from a f erce 
looking indiv idual whose p iercing eyes 
would hav e scared tbe ordinary highw ay 
m an. 
"A il nonsense, I say. 
Now in the 
R edding robbery M essenger M ontgomery 
resisted. 
W hat did be get * W hy, a sys­ 
tem full of lead. 
H e d id n 't sav e the treas­ 
ure. 
He d id n 't do him self any serv ice, and 
the good op inion of the comp any is nothing 
to a dead man. 
I say it's all rig h t to glTt 
up when a g un is a t your head. 
There a 
nothing else to d a 
Shoot your highw ay­ 
m an as he runs if you can, but look out for 
your own hide. Y ou’ll nev er get another.” 
“A re the authorities sev ere up on stage 
robbers in C alifornia?” queried a Philadel­ 
p hian. 
"O h, not v ery,” answ ered the fierce look­ 
ing one. 
“ In th s first p lace they usually 
do not catch them . 
Two boys, frightened 
half to death, stop p ed a stage near C asa 
dero the other day. 
They trem bled so th a t 
they couldn’t get the quav er out of their 
v oices for a week, and th is gav e them 
away. 
They were sentenced to tw o years 
each. As to the R edding robbery, the 
com p arativ ely innocent lad who was led 
Into it was cap tured. 
H is elder brother, 
the one who killed M ontgomery and got 
the booty, is still a t large. 
The San An­ 
dreas m urderer, who shot Into a stage a 
few weeks ago and riddled a young lady 
p assenger, has nev er come to light. S o , 
C alifornia is not p articularly hard on stage 
robbers.” 
"Com ing back to the Berkeley case,” re­ 
m arked the quietest m em ber of tbe loung 
ers, “the p air of brigands were audacions 
enough to hav e been trained under Jesse 
Jam es. 
I do not blam e the men for yield 
ing. 
W hen robbers are so desp erate as to 
m ake such an attack in daylight and in 
the m idst of a crowd they are desp erate 
enough for anything. 
I was In the big 
B lue C ut hold up on tbe Hock Island rail 
road years ago. 
It was done by tbe Jam es 
crowd, and I w ant to say th a t the barrel 
of the sixshooter I gazed into looked big­ 
ger th an a joint of stov ep ip e. 
Soxue of US 
had been boasting the n ig h t before w hat 
we would do in just such an emergency, 
but we d id n 't do it. 
W e attem p ted to 
craw l under our seats and through win 
down, and 
m any forgot to hide their 
w atches and money. 
Oh, it’s easy enough 
to sit around a hotel and brag, but the 
m an who refuses to acknow ledge the p o­ 
tency of th e drop the other fellow has on 
him is a bigg< r fool th an I am. B ut I don’t 
m ean to be p ersonal—no, indeed.” 
A nd the qniet m an looked ap ologetically 
about to see if be had h urt any one’s feel­ 
ings.

Protection makes the higher wages 
possible, but Carnegie refuses to pay 
them, and that is about all there is to 
it. It is the fault of the man and not 
the system.

W a s h i n g t o n , June 30.—Charles A. 
Ruffee of Minnesota, who will proba­ 
bly be appointed Indian agent at 
White Earth, is in Washington. Mr. 
Ruffee is here to explain some matters 
regarding his official career as Indian 
agent some time ago, which parties 
who do not want Mr. Ruffee appoint­ 
ed Indian agent at the present time 
are now using to defeat that appoint­ 
ment. In the consolidation of the 
bld agencies in Minnesota at White 
Earth by the transfer of property and 
goods under control of the agents, it 
was somehow figured out that Mr. 
Ruffee owed the government $600, 
when, as a matter of fact, he owed the 
government nothing, and no attempt 
has ever been made to collect the 
amount, simply because it was known 
tiiat it was one of the errors of govern­ 
mental 
bookkeeping. 
Yet this is 
made to count at the present time, 
and Mr. Ruffee is here to explain the 
whole matter. It is possible that the 
Ippointment will be delayed, but that 
some special agent of the Indian office 
will go out and take charge of the 
Agency and assist Commissioner Hall 
in his work of removing and settling 
the Indians at White Earth.

The Marquis de Mores, who recently 
killed the French Israelite, Captain Mayer, 
in a duel, appears to be a sort of American 
by marriage and

w e st 
American 
enough to kill two 
men in one season 
in Montana, and 
yet was shot at 
eighteen times by 
“ rustlers ” 
and 
rangers of the cow 
c o u n tie s . 
Hi* 
name, aside from 
his title, is An­ 
tonio 
Maria de 
Vallambrosa, and 
he was born in 
MARQUIS DE MORES. 
Paris 
June 
14, 
1858. 
He was graduated iu 1878 from the 
French military academy, won some repu­ 
tation in the army and married Miss 
Medora Yon Hoffman, daughter of the 
wealthy banker of New York city. He 
liked the freedom of western life so well 
that he founded the town of Medora, on 
the Northern Pacific, and went into the 
cattle business. 
As the representative of the executive 
committee of the Montana Stock Growers’ 
association for that section he felt called 
upon to prosecute the cattle and horse 
thieves who overran the country. His life 
was threatened and he was shot at eight­ 
een times. Finally, on June 20,1888, there 
was a desperate fight after the outlaws 
had surrounded his house. One of the be­ 
siegers was killed and several were arrest­ 
ed. It was claimed that the cowboy was 
killed by a shot from the marquis’ gun, 
and it gave the frontiersmen much pleas­ 
ure to assist in indicting him for murder. 
The trial came on in 1885, and the jury 
acquitted him in five minutes. 
Y little later he ran down one of his ene­ 
mies, and while galloping at full speed 
shot the man dead with his pistol. Such 
daring aud marksmanship gained him re­ 
spect in that region and he was thereafter 
let alone. He invested half a million dol­ 
lars in Medora, but his cattle yards did 
not pay and the investment was a loss. 
His wife was as enthusiastic in frontier 
life as himself and became famous as a 
hunter, rider and snap shot. 
He took a long tour in India as a tiger 
hunter, then returned to France and 
fought two duels, seriously wounding his 
man in both. Later he was arrested as an 
anarchist, and narrowly escaped convic­ 
tion on a charge of conspiring to have the 
Duke of Orleans killed. He took up the 
anti-Semit’f natation, and it was his decla­ 
ration that “N j Jew should be allowed a 
commission in the French army” which 
led Captain Mayer to challenge him. He 
has been arrested awl public feeling is hot 
against him as “a/i adventurer who has 
espoused th e a n ti-J ew ish cause in order to 
gain notoriety.”

It D oesn’t Look Pretty, M d B reve 
Succum b. 
A group of men were lolling in the loung­ 
er’s corner of a San Francisco hotel the 
other forenoon, says a writer la the San 
Francisco Examiner. Each was reading a 
morning paper. Each had his paper open 
at the page describing the robbery that 
startled Berkeley. “I cannot help having 
admiration for such bold thieves,” said a 
very respectable looking member of the 
gathering. “Not,” he added, “that I 
prove stealing in affy form, but if on 
bound to loot a strong box It is more 
manly to do It at the point of a pistol than 
to sneak into the victim’s confidence and 
then betray it.” 
One by one the readers threw their 
papers aside, and without difficulty dip 
posed of tiandits and plunder in the re­ 
markably short order that always prevails 
cm such occasions. Then they grew rem­ 
iniscent. 
“The pluckiest robber I ever beard of,* 
said a Denverite, “was the one who made 
Dan Moffattgive up 821,000 about three 
years ago. 
The story became familiar 
enough, but the sequel has been generally 
squelched. A young fellow walked into 
Moffatt’s private office at the First Na­ 
tional bank, covered Moffatt with a pistol, 
displaying a bottle of harmless oil that be 
said was nitroglycerine, made Moffatt fill 
out a check and then get it cashed and 
hand him the money. He specified just 
what he wanted, demanding $1,000 in gold, 
a $10,000 bill and smaller Mila. When 
Moffatt went to the paying teller for Ute 
cash the visitor was just behind him with 
the revolver close to his ribs, but hidden 
by an overcoat. Having secured the money, 
the robber backed out the door and disap­ 
peared. 
“Did they ever catch him f Well now, 
that is hard to state. There is some mys­ 
tery about it. Some people did not think 
that Moffatt wanted him caught. But a 
row was made about it, and rewards 
tared. In perhaps a year, after numer­ 
ous arrests and releases, it was announced 
that a prisoner In jail in Clay county, Mo., 
charged with horse stealing, had confessed 
to being Moffatt’s robber. The bank teller 
went there and identified him. Then Mof­ 
fatt went and identified him. The Denver 
chief of police told me, however, that the 
prisoner was a pretend**, 
ne did 
not believe be had ever been in the state of 
Colorado, 
Then the chap went crazy. 
You can’t try a lunatic for robbery, ajuj 
tbs public does not keep track of the crazy 
prisoners of Clay county, Mo. So the mat­ 
ter rests.” 
The Denver man had Die floor. “You 
remember, don’t you, the way Senator 
Tabor’s gold bricks from the Vulture mine 
in Arizona were stolen f He got the prop­ 
erty along in the eighties. The output in 
the form of a brick left the min* every two 
weeks. One of these bricks was worth 
about $8,000. 
The foreman thought he 
could carry the treasure himself, but a 
lone highwayman fooled him, got away 
with the game, too. lie was afterward 
caught in the city of Mexico and the 
brick recovered. Tile foreman took some 
assistants with him next time, and on this 
trip ran into an ambush. One assistant 
was killed and the other wounded. One of 
the robbers was hurt, aud was caught later 
nursing his wound in a hut. The other 
robljer was picked up in a lonely canyon, 
dead, a bullet through his head, a revolver 
in his hand aud the brick on his breast. 
Must have been a grimly sarcastic cuss. 
“I notice you are having a good many 
stage robberies out here. Used to have 
them in Colorada Abolished the rob­ 
beries first and afterward the stage. But 
speaking of robberies reminds me of tim 
highwayman who could g irt your Black 
Bart points. He had held up stage after 
stage in southern Colorado; taken every­ 
thing in sight. He always gave orders as 
though he had a whole posse in his gang, 
When he was captured it was found that 
be was a cripple weighing about one 
hundred pounds, and never had any con­ 
federates except dummies armed with 
broomsticks. He’s in the government pen 
at Detroit now. ” 
“ What’s the use of resisting when a man 
nas the drop on your” This from a fierce 
looking individual whose piercing eyes 
would have scared the ordinary highway­ 
man. “All nonsense, I say. Now in the 
lied ding robbery Messenger Montgomery 
resisted. What did he get ? Why, a sys­ 
tem fall of lead. He didn’t save the treas­ 
ure. He didn't do himself any service, and 
the good opinion of the company is nothing 
to a dead man. I say ifs all right to give 
up when a gun is at your head. There s 
nothing else to do. Shoot your highway­ 
man as he runs if you can, but look out for 
your own hide. You’ll never get Another.” 
“Are the authorities severe upon stage 
robbers in California?” queried a Philadel­ 
phian. 
“Oh, not very,” answered the fierce look­ 
ing (me. “In the first place they usually 
do not eatch them. Two boys, frightened 
half to death, stopped a stags near Caza­ 
dero the other day. They trembled so that 
they couldn’t get the quaver out of their 
voices for a week, and this gave them 
away. They were sentenced to two years 
each. As to the Redding robbery, the 
comparatively innocent lad who was led 
Into it was captured. His elder brother, 
the one who killed Montgomery and got 
the booty, is still at large. The San An­ 
dreas murderer, who shot into a stage a 
few weeks ago and riddled a young lady 
passenger, has never come to light. No, 
California is not particularly hard on stage 
robbers.” 
"Coming back to the Berkeley case,” re­ 
marked the quietest member of the loung­ 
ers, “the pair of brigands were audacious 
enough to have been trained under Jesse 
James. I do not blame the men for yield­ 
ing. When robbers are so desperate as to 
make such an attack in daylight and to 
the midst of a crowd they are desperate 
enough for anything. I was in the big 
Blue Cut hold up on the Rock Island rail 
road years ago. It was done by the James 
crowd, and I want to say that the barrel 
of the sixshooter I gazed into looked big­ 
ger than a joint of stovepipe. Soots of us 
had been boasting the night before what 
we would do in just such an emergency, 
but we didn’t do it. We attempted to 
crawl under our seats and through win­ 
dows, and many forgot to hide their 
watches and money.

Washington, June 30.-—Charles A 
Ruffee of Minnesota, who will proba­ 
bly be appointed Indian agent at 
White Earth, is in Washington. Mr 
Ruffee is here to explain some matters 
regarding his official career as Indian 
agent some time ago, which parties 
who do not want Mr. Ruffee appoint­ 
ed Indian agent at the present time 
are now using to defeat that appoint­ 
ment. In the consolidation of the 
old agencies in Minnesota at White 
Earth by the transfer of property and 
goods under control of the agents, it 
was somehow’ figured out that Mr 
Ruffee owed the government $600 
when, as a matter of fact, he owed the 
government nothing, and no attempt 
has ever been made to collect the 
amount, simply because it was known 
that it was one of the errors of govern 
mental 
bookkeeping. 
Yet this is 
made to count at the present time 
and Mr. Ruffee is here to explain the 
whole matter. It is possible that the 
appointment will be delayed, but that 
some special agent of the Indian office 
will go out and take charge of the 
agency and assist Commissioner Hall 
in his work of removing and settling 
the Indians at White Earth.

He was graduated iu 1878 from the 
French m ilitary academy, won some repu­ 
tation in the arm y and m arried Miss 
Medora Von Hoffman, daughter of the 
wealthy banker of New York city. He 
liked the freedom of western life so well 
th at he founded the town of Medora, on 
the N orthern Pacific, and went into the 
cattle business. 
As the representative of the executive 
committee of the M ontana Stock Growers’ 
association for th a t section he felt called 
upon to prosecute the cattle and horse 
thieves who overran the country. His life 
was threatened and he was shot a t eight­ 
een times. 
Finally, on June 36,1888, there 
was a desperate fight after the outlaw s 
had surrounded his house. 
One of the be­ 
siegers was killed and several were arrest­ 
ed. It was claimed th a t the cowboy was 
k ille d by a shot from the m arquis’ gun, 
and it gave the frontiersm en m uch pleas­ 
ure to assist in indicting him for m urder. 
The trial came ou in 1885, and the jury 
acquitted him in five m inutes. 
A little later he ran down one of his ene­ 
mies, and while galloping at full speed 
shot the man dead with his pistol. Such 
daring and m arksm anship gained him re­ 
spect in th a t region and he was thereafter 
let alone. He invested half a million dol­ 
lars in Medora, but his cattle yards did 
not pay and the investment was a loss. 
IIis wife was as enthusiastic in frontier 
life as him self and became fam ous as a 
hunter, rider and snap shot. 
He took a long tour in India as a tiger 
hunter, then returned to France and 
fought two duels, seriously woundiDg his 
man in both. Later he was arrested as an 
anarchist, and narrowly escaped convic­ 
tion on a charge of conspiring to have the 
Duke of Orleans killed. He took up the 
anti-Semit! * a. 'tatlon, and it was hisdecla- 
ration th a t No Jew should be allowed a 
commission in the French arm y” which 
led Captain Mayer to challenge him. He 
has been arrested and public feeling is hot 
against him as "ap adventurer w’ho has 
espoused the anti-Jewish cause in order to 
gain notoriety.” 


I t D o e s n ’t L o o k P r e tty , a n d B r a v e M en 
Succumb. 
A group of men were lolling in the loung­ 
er’s corner of a San Francisco hotel the 
other forenoon, says a w riter in the San 
Francisco Exam iner. Each was reading a 
morning paper. 
Each had his paper open 
a t the page describing the robbery th a t 
startled Berkeley. 
"I cannot help having 
adm iration fo r such bold thieves,” said a 
very respectable looking member of the 
gathering. 
“N ot,” he added, “th a t I ap­ 
prove stealing in aify form, b a t if one Is 
bound to loot a strong box tt is more 
manly to do it a t the point of a pistol than 
to sneak into the victim ’s confidence and 
then betray it.” 
One by one the readers threw their 
papers aside, and w ithout difficulty dis­ 
posed of bandits and plunder in the re­ 
m arkably short order th a t always prevails 
on such occasions. Then they grew rem­ 
iniscent. 
“The pluckiest robber I ever beard of,H 
said a Denverite, "w as the one who made 
Dan Moffatt give up $21,000 about three 
years ago. 
The story became fam iliar 
enough, but the sequel has been generally 
squelched. 
A young fellow walked into 
M offatt’s private office at the First Na­ 
tional hank, covered Moffatt with a pistol, 
displaying a bottle of harmless oil th a t he 
said was nitroglycerine, made Moffatt fill 
o at a check and then get it cashed and 
hand him the money. 
He specified ju st 
w hat he wanted, dem anding $1,000io gold, 
a $10,000 bill and sm aller bills. 
When 
Moffatt went to the paying teller for the 
cash the visitor was Just behind him with 
the revolver close to his ribs, but hidden 
by an overcoat. Having secured the money, 
the robber backed out the door aftd disap­ 
peared. 
“Did they ever catch him? 
Well now, 
th at is hard to state. There is some mys­ 
tery about it. Some people did not think 
th at M offatt wanted him caught. 
But a 
big row was made about it, and rewards 
offered. 
In perhaps a year, after nurner- 
pos arrests and releases, it was announced 
th a t a prisoner In jail in Clay county, Mo., 
charged with horse stealing, had confessed 
to being M offatt’a robber. The bank teller 
went there and identified him. Then Mof­ 
fatt went and identified him. The Denver 
chief of police told me, however, th a t the 
prisouer was a pretend***, 
ue did 
not believe be had ever been iu the state of 
Colorado, 
Then the chap went crazy. 
You can’t try a lunatic for robbery, apd 
the public d<*es uot keep track of the crazy 
prisoners of Clay county. Mo. 
So the m at­ 
ter rests.” 
The Denver man had the f\<jor. 
“ You 
remember, don’t you, the way Senator 
Tabor’s gold bricks from the V ulture mine 
in Arizona were stolen? He got the prop­ 
erty along in the eighties. The output in 
the form of a brick left the mine, every two 
weeks. 
One of these bricks was worth 
about $8,000. 
The foreman thought he 
could carry the treasure himself, but a 
lone highwaym an fooled him; got away 
with the game, too. 
He was afterword 
caught in the city of Mexico and the 
brick recovered. The foreman took some 
assistants w ith him next time, and on this 
trip ran into an ambush. 
One assistant 
was killed and the other wounded. One of 
the robbers was hurt, and was caught later 
nursing his wound in a hat. 
The other 
robl**r was picked up in a lonely canyon, 
dead, a bullet through his head, a revolver 
in his hand and the brick on his breast. 
Must have la-on a grim ly sarcastic cuss. 
“ I notice you are having a good many 
stage robberies out here. 
Used to have 
them in Colorado. Abolished the rob­ 
beries first and afterw ard the stage. 
B at 
speaking of robberies reminds me of the 
highwaym an who could give your Blaek 
B art points. He had held up stage after 
stage in southern Colorado; taken every­ 
thing in sight. 
He always gave orders as 
though he had a whole posse in his gang. 
When he was captured it was found that 
he was a cripple weighing about one 
hundred pounds, and never had any con­ 
federates except dummies armed with 
broomsticks. 
H e's la the government pen 
at D etroit now.” 
"W hat's the use of resisting when a man 
nas thedroo on you?” This from a ferce 
looking individual whose piercing ey«-s 
would have scared the ordinary highway­ 
man. 
"A ll nonsense, I say. Now in the 
Redding robbery Messenger Montgomery 
resisted. 
W hat did he get ? W hy, a sys­ 
tem full of lead. He didn’t save the treas­ 
ure. 
He didn't do himself any service, and 
the good opinion of the company is nothing 
to a dead man. 
I say it's all right to give 
up when a gun is at your head. There s 
nothing else to d a Shoot your highway­ 
man as he runs if you can, but look out for 
your own hide. You’ll never get another.” 
“Are the authorities severe upon stage 
robbers in California?” queried a Philadel­ 
phian. 
"Oh, not very,” answered the fierce look­ 
ing one. 
"In the first place they usually 
do not oatch them. 
Two boys, frightened 
half to death, stopped a stage near Caza- 
dero the other day. They trem bled so that 
they couldn’t get the quaver out of their 
voices for a week, and this gave them 
away. They were sentenced to two years 
each. As to the Redding robbery, the 
comparatively innocent lad who was led 
into it was captured. 
His elder brother, 
the one who killed Montgomery and got 
the booty, is still at large. 
The San An­ 
dreas m urderer, who shot into a stage a 
few weeks ago and riddled a young lady 
passenger, has never come to light. 
No, 
California is not particularly hard on stage 
robbers.” 
"Coming back to the Berkeley case,” re­ 
marked the quietest member of the loung 
era, “the pair of brigands were audacions 
enough to have been trained under Jesse 
James. I do not blame the men for yield­ 
ing. 
When robbers are so desperate as to 
make such an attack in daylight and io 
the midst of a crowd they are desperate 
enough for anything. 
I was in the big 
Blue C ut hold up on the Rock Island rail­ 
road years ago. It was done by the Jam es 
crowd, and I want to say th at the barrel 
of the sixshooter I gazed into looked big­ 
ger than a joint cf stovepipe. Soma of U» 
had been boasting the night before w hat 
we would do in ju st such an emergency, 
but we didn't do it. W e attem pted to 
crawl under our seats and through win­ 
dows, and many forgot to hide their 
watches and money. Oh, it’s easy enough 
to sit around a hotel and brag, but the 
man who refuses to acknowledge the po­ 
tency of the drop the other fellow has on 
him Is a bigg< r fool than I am. B ut I don’t 
mean to be personal—no, indeed.” 
And the quiet man looked apologetically 
about to see if be had h u rt any one’s feel­ 
ings.

D r. S c h m id t‘i C ra n ia l M o d u lu s. 
One of the ehief object* of study in pbys 
ical anthropology is tbs skull, sod it is im­ 
portant to have some convenient means of 
comparing skulls of different kinds. To 
compare measurements taken In one direc­ 
tion only, Of course gives no results ef 
value; thus, to know that one skull is nire 
and another is eight inches long tells 
nothing as to shape or relative capacity. 
Authors accordingly devised the cranial 
index, found by dividing the length of the 
skull into the breadth and expressing the 
result decimally. If the skulls had but 
two dimensions this index would be satis­ 
factory; as it is, it is not perfect. A new 
index was devised which should take ac­ 
count of the height of the skull, the 
height being divided by the length and 
the result expressed decimally. 
By * combination of them two indices a 
fair idea of the skull would be given, but 
in s comparison of the indices of a number 
of skulls great difficulty arises. 
One ax- 
is wuat is desired. After much 
careful study and experimental work Pro 
fcssnr Schmidt worked out the modulus, 
the length, breadth and height ase meas­ 
ured and their arithmetical mean 1s taken.

Two Brainerd People Meet Death in 
This Manner During the 
Past Week.

afternoon Herbert 
Floyd, an 18-year old eon of S. A.

After viewing the 
land Mr. Johneon and McDonald de­ 
cided to go to the point on the lake 
where the mill is being built and in 
stead of walking around Mr. Johnson 
got on to a log and said he would 
ride across, a much shorter distance 
This he did against the protests of 
his companien.

log turned and threw him into the 
lake and he was drowned.
